To  THE  Honorable  City  Council. 

As  required  by  the  29th  Section  of  the  City  Charter, 
and  the  Ordinance  estabhshing  this  office,  the  Auditor 
of  Accounts  has  the  honor  of  submitting  to  the  City 
Council  the  Foriy-fourth  Annual  Eeport  of  the  Receipts 
and  Expenditures  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  County  of 
Suffolk,  being  for  the  financial  year  1855-56,  which 
closed  with  the  30th  day  of  April  last. 

This  statement  shows  that  the  whole  Payments  from 

the   City  Treasury,  on  account  of  this  year's  business 

was  $3,550,246  63 

And  the  whole  Income  from  the  same,   3,407,599  25 

Balance  per  Auditor's  account  $142,647  38 

being  so  much  excess  of  Expenditures  over  the  Income. 

The  Cash  in  the  Treasury  at  the  commencement  of 
the  year  was  $386,661  50 

Deducting  therefrom  the  above  balance  of  142,647  38 
Leaves  $244,014  12

We  have  the  balance  in  the  Treasury 
at  the  close  of  the  year,  viz.:  $246,050  51 


In  making  up  the  Original  Estimates  for  the  year 
1855-56,  it  was  thought  advisable  to  borrow  the  sum 
of  $150,000  towards  meeting  the  Expenditures,  as  the 
Appropriation  Bill  included  a  large  provision  for  new 
School  Houses,  beside  $100,000  for  our  proportion  of 
the  anticipated  State  Tax.  Of  this  Authorised  Loan  for 
$150,000,  only  $9,000  was  obtained,  there  being  suffi- 
cient means  in  the  Treasury  to  render  it  unnecessary  to 
negotiate  for  more.  This  accounts  for  the  fact  that  the 
Expenditures  so  much  exceed  the  Income. 

Of  the  Payments,  the  Expenditures  on  County  Ac- 
count have  required  $187,437  09 
While  the  Income  has  been  only  125,947  42 
Leaving  a  balance  against  the  County  of  $61,489  67 


From  the  amount  of  County  Income,  as  above  stated, 
there  should  be  deducted  the  sum  of  $41,584  95,  being 
amount  of  arrearages  due  by  the  Commonwealth  in 
past  years,   not  realized   till   this  year.     This  being 


added  to  the  above  balance  against  the  County  would  in- 
crease thatbalancefortheyear  1855-56  to  $103,074  62 

If  to  this  we  add  the  salaries  of  the 
Justices  and  Clerks  in  the  Police  Court, 
charged  in  the  City  account  under  the 
head  of  Salaries,  viz.:  $10,567  74 

and  deduct  the  amount  re- 
ceived for  fines  under  the 
Liquor  Law,  which  amount 
was  also  credited  in  the  City 

account,  6,286  00

The  net  Balance  against  the  County  will  be  $107,356  36 

The  City  authorities  have  but  a  limited  control  over 
ih&.  County  Expenditures.  Of  the  $187,437  09  paid  out 
by  the  Treasurer  the  past  year,  only  $37,872  42  passed 
thrpugh  the  City  Auditor's  of&ce,  the  balance  being 
paid  on  requisitions  made  by  of&cers  of  the  various 
Courts  directly  on  the  County  Treasurer. 


City  Debt.  AH  the  City  Debt  which  became  due 
this  year,  including  the  Water  Debt,  has  been  paid. 
The  amount  which  matured  this  year  was  $91,100  00 

In  addition  to  which  there  has  been 
anticipated,  of  the  various  Loans  due  in 
future  years,  the  sum  of  111,000  00 

.  Making  the  Total  Payments  $202,100  00 

Against  this  reduction  there  have  been  Loans  nego- 
tiated for  various  purposes  to  the  amount  of  $158,100. 


Other  Loans  have  been  authorized  during  the  year, 
which  it  will  be  necessary  soon  to  negotiate.  Full  de- 
tails relating  to  the  City  Debt  and  Water  Loans,  and 
the  means  of  meeting  the  same,  will  be  found  under 
the  head  of  City  Debt. 

Public  Lajtos.  The  sales  of  the  Pubhc  Lands  have 
progressed  very  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  The 
amount  of  sales  has  been  450,321  feet,  producing 
^153,502.  Under  the  judicious  system  now  in  progress 
the  Lands  are  being  rapidly  covered  with  a  good  class 
of  buildings,  and  are  consequently  yielding  a  satis- 
factory revenue  in  Taxes.  The  contract  for  filling  up 
the  South  Bay  still  causes  large  drafts  on  the  Treasury ; 
and  although  the  work  has  been  prolonged  much  be- 
yond the  expectations  of  those  who  projected  the  un- 
dertaking, the  result  of  this  expenditure  is  looked  upon 
as  being  ultimately  satisfactory. 

Schools.  Our  School  System  contmues  in  its  usual 
healthy  state,  and  like  other  healthy  institutions  con- 
tinues to  call  for  new  expenditures  for  its  maintenance. 
Three  new  Grammar  School  Houses  have  been  in  pro- 
gress of  erection  during  the  year,  which  are  now  nearly 
completed.  The  expenditure  for  new  Houses  and  Land, 
during  the  year,  has  been  about  |150,000.  This  amount 
added  to  the  other  Incidental  Expenses  of  the  Schools 
brings  the  whole  payments  for  the  year,  to  over 
$441,000.  It  is  believed  that  no  large  Expenditure  for 
New  School  Houses  will  be  required  for  the  next  two 
years.  The  organization  of  the  present  satisfactory 
system  is  so  far  completed  as  to  warrant  the  behef  that 


the  increase  of  expenses  for  this  department  will  not 
hereafter  be  greater  than  the  annual  increase  of  schol- 
ars will  justify.  This  belief  is  strengthened  by  the  fact 
that  the  schools  have  been  carried  on  for  the  last  five 
years  at  an  average  cost  of  1 14.41  for  each  scholar  per 
annum ;  whUe  the  average  cost  for  the  preceding  five 
years  (1845  to  1850,)  was  $15.45  for  each  scholar  per 
annum. 


Water  Works.  The  Eevenue  from  the  Water  Works 
now  begins  to  show  a  satisfactory  result.  The  whole 
Income  for  the  past  year  was  $291,859  14,  against 
$263,158  63  the  previous  year. 

The  estimated  expenditures  for  Interest  on  the 
Water  Debt,  and  for  Repairs  of  the  works  the  coming 
year  is  $295,800 ;  that  for  Extension  $42,000 ;  making 
a  total  of  $337,800.  The  estimated  income  is  $287,000. 
It  wiU  thus  be  seen  that  the  Revenue  is  nearly  equal 
to  the  Interest  on  the  outlay  and  the  cost  of  keeping 
the  Works  in  repair.  Credit  should  be  given  to  the 
Works  for  the  abundant  supply  of  Water  furnished 
to  the  Fire  Department  on  all  occasions  when  the  ser- 
vice requires  it,  as  well  as  for  the  incidental  advantages 
growing  out  of  this  circumstance,  by  reducing  the  an- 
nual cost  of  extra  machinery  and  manual  labor,  which 
a  want  of  this  supply  would  render  necessary. 


Public  Library  and  New  Library  Building.  The 
condition  of  the  Public  Library  is  believed  to  be  in  all 
respects  satisfactory,  and  this  popular  institution  is  un- 


derstood  to  be  in  the  way  of  foMlling  every  reasonable 
expectation  of  its  numerous  patrons  and  friends.  The 
spacious  and  substantial  edifice  now  in  course  of  erection 
is  advancing  satisfactorily  towards  its  completioUj  and 
is  expected  to  be  ready  for  occupation  in  the  course  of 
the  next  summer.  The  Expenditures  on  the  Land  and 
Building  up  to  the  close  of  the  year  have  been  1 72,700. 
The  Estimated  cost  of  finishing  it,  and  preparing  it  for 
occupancy,  is  about  equal  to  the  sum  already  expended. 


New  House  of  Correction  at  Deer  Island.  The  al- 
teration of  the  New  Ahns  House  at  Deer  Island,  so  as 
to  accommodate  the  inmates  of  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion, had  progressed  to  the  amount  of  $38,000  in  Ex- 
penditures up  to  the  30th  April  last,  since  when  most 
of  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  has  been  disposed 
of  The  appropriation  for  this  work,  direct  and  indi- 
rect, was  $44,000.  It  seems  now  to  be  a  question 
whether  to  discontinue  the  work,  as  a  matter  of  econ- 
omy, or  to  carry  it  on,  as  it  is  estimated  that  at  least 
$60,000  more  will  be  required  to  complete  it,  and  fit  it 
to  receive  the  Convicts  from  South  Boston;  while  on 
the  other  hand,  a  large  sum  will  be  required  to  enlarge 
the  Buildings  at  South  Boston  and  rebuild  the  neces- 
sary work-shops,  part  of  which  were  destroyed  by  fire 
in  April  last.  The  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Buildings  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  in 
their  Report  to  the  City  Council  dated  19th  May  last, 
say:  — 

"  Had  some  Forty  Thousand  Dollars  been  expended 
in  1854,  on  the  Buildings  as  they  then  were,  at  South 


Boston,  for  alterations  and  improvements,  no  others 
would  have  been  necessary  to  any  considerable  extent, 
for  some  ten  or  fifteen  years.  Such  was  the  behef  of 
many  then,  and  it  seems  quite  apparent  now. 

"  And  it  becomes  a  serious  and  important  question 
whether  it  is  not  better  for  the  City  now  to  abandon 
this  project  and  let  the  institution  remain  where  it  is, 
making  the  needed  alterations  and  improvements,  even 
at  the  sacrifice  of  all  the  work  done  and  money  already 
expended  at  the  Island. 

"  Had  there  not  already  been  so  much  money  laid 
out  in  preparation  for  this  removal,  there  would  seem  to 
us  little  or  no  doubt  as  to  the  best  course  to  pursue." 

"  "We  are  satisfied  that  an  expenditure  of  $40,000,  on 
the  House  of  Correction  at  South  Boston,  will  give  all 
the  increased  accommodations  needed  there  in  the 
work-shops,  and  an  addition  to  one  of  the  wings  of  the 
institution  for  cells;  and  when  this  sum  injudiciously  ex- 
pended, little  if  anything  more  will  be  needed  for 
fifteen  years. 

"Of  this  we  are  assured  by  competent  judges.  If 
this  is  so,  it  would  seem  better  to  make  these  improve- 
ments, and  let  the  institution  remain  there,  rather  than 
expend  |60,000  more  at  Deer  Island  this  year,  and 
probably  as  much  more  next  year ;  and  so  on  for  some 
years  to  come,  and  then  perhaps  at  last  be  compelled 
to  abandon  the  whole  structure,  and  go  elsewhere 
again." 

In  either  case,  it  seems  from  the  above  Report,  that 
more  money  will  be  required,  and  that  immediately.

The  above  amount  of  |47,937  23,  resulting  from  the 
actual  busmess  of  the  year,  belongs  to  the  Sinking 
Fund,  or  Committee  on  the  Reduction  of  the  City  DeU,  and 
is  placed  at  their  disposal  by  the  ninth  and  tenth  sec- 
tions of  the  Ordinance  on  Finance,  R  0.  page  163. 

This  Ordinance  requires  that  any  excess  of  Income 
over  the  original  estimated  Income,  or  any  excess  of 
Appropriations,  (original  or  by  additions)  over  the 
actual  payments,  should  be  carried  to  the  credit  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Reduction  of  the  City  Debt,  and  be 
applied  towards  the  extinction  of  the  Debt,  and  to  no 
other  purpose  whatever. 

By  the  same  Ordinance  it  is  provided  that  no  money 
can  be  drawn  for  by  the  Auditor,  or  be  paid  by  the 
Treasurer,  unless  the  same  has  been  previously  appro- 
priated by  a  Special  Vote  of  the  City  Council ;  hence 
the  necessity  of  applying  to  the  Council  for  additional 
means,  if  from  any  cause  an  Original  Appropriation  falls 
short.  The  additional  means  thus  asked  for  can  only 
be  furnished  by  an  authorized  transfer  from  some  exist- 
ing appropriation  which  can  spare  it,  or  by  a  specific 
loan. 

Thus,  in  the  present  year,  the  appropriation  for  the 
County  of  Suffolk  was  $150,000,  and  the  estimated  In- 
come $50,000;  but  near  the  close  of  the  year  it  was 
foreseen  that  the  actual  Expenditures  would  exceed 
the  appropriation,  and  although  the  actual  Income  had 
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exceeded  the  estimated  Income  by  a  sum  much  larger 
than  that  required  to  meet  the  expected  deficiency, 
yet  it  was  necessary  to  go  to  the  Council  and  obtain 
the  addition  required,  because  the  excess  of  Income  in 
this  case,  or  in  any  similar  case  could  not  under  the 
Ordinance  be  used  —  but  it  must  remain  in  the  Treas- 
ury to  the  credit  of  the  "  Committee  on  the  Reduction  of 
the  City  DehV,'  and  be  appropriated  to  that  purpose 
only. 

In  this  manner  the  City  Council  retain  a  hioivledge 
and  control  of  all  the  expenditures,  as  none  can  be 
made  unless  an  appropriation  for  the  same  is  expressly 
authorized  by  them.

Each  operator  is  accountable  to  the  Superin- 
tendent  for  any  omissions  or  mistakes  that 
may  occur  at  the  Central  Ofice  during  his 
hours  of  duty. 

An  acctirate  account  is  kept  of  the  time  of  giv- 
ing each  alarm,  and  of  the  District  and 
Station  from  whence  it  originates,  and  all 
other  necessary  infoi-mation. 

The  City  is  divided  into  seven  Alarm  Districts. 
Each  District  is  subdivided  into  Stations, 
in  each  of  which  is  a  Signed  Box.  There 
are  now  forty-eight  Signal  Boxes  or  Sta- 
tions, the  number  in  a  District  varying  from 
5  to  13.

The  number  of  persons  vaccinated,  free  of 
expense,  by  the  City  Physician,  at  his  ofice 
City  Building,  Court  Square,  during  the 
year  ending  ZOth  of  April,  1856,  was 
2,062;  last  year,  2,386. 

The  office  hour  of  the  City  Physician  for 
Vaccination  is  from  12  to  1  o'clock  only. 

The  number  of  Children  examined  and  fur- 
nished with  the  Certificate  of  Vaccination 
required  to  entitle  them  to  enter  the  Public 
Schools  was  1,025  ;  last  year  1,589. 

The  number  of  Physicians  belonging  to  Bos- 
ton who  have  been  gj-atuitously  supplied 
with  Virus  is  683  ;  last  year  473.

There  is  one  Gas  Lighter  employed  by  the 
City  to  light  and  extinguish  the  Gas 
Lamps  in  East  Boston,  and  two  in  South 
Boston.  They  receive  $1.43  per  100 
Lamps  per  night,  which  includes  the 
cleaning,  lighting  and  extinguishing.

M.,  and  continue  till  6  P.  M. 

The  Night  Police  go  on  duty  at  &  P.  M.,and 
remain  till  8  A.  M. 

The  Police  Office,  at  City  Hall,  is  open  every 
day,  including  Sundays,  from  8  A.  M.  to 
7  in  the  evening.  Some  one  is  always  there 
ready  to  attend  to  complaints. 

The  various  Station  Houses  are  open  at  all 
hours  of  the  day  and  night. 

The  services  of  the  Extra  Police  employed  on 
the  4:th  of  July,  and  other  like  occasions, 
are  charged  to  Incidental  Expenses. 

N.  B.  All  the  fees  due  to  the  Regular  Police 
Oficers  as  witnesses,  in  all  cases  brought  he- 
fore  the  Police  Court,  are  deducted  from

REDUCTION  OF  THE  CITY  DEBT. 


By  the  Eighth  Section  of  the  Ordinance  on  Finance  [R.  0. 
page  162,)  the  Mayor,  the  President  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, and  the  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  Finance 
on  the  part  of  the  Common  Comicil,  are  constituted  The 
Committee  on  the  Eeduction  of  the  City  Debt,  whose 
duty  it  is  to  cause  all  money  passed  to  their  credit  in  the 
Books  of  the  Auditor  of  Accounts,  to  be  applied  to  the  pur- 
chase or  payment  of  the  Capital  of  the  Debt  of  the  City,  in 
the  manner  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  deem  expedient ; 
and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  and  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  City,  to  conform  to  all  orders  in  writing,  in  this  respect, 
which  shall  be  made  and  signed  by  all  the  members  of  said 
Committee. 

The  Ninth  Section  of  said  Ordinance  requires  that  "  all 
balances  of  money  remaining  in  the  Treasury  at  the  end  of 
any  financial  year ;  all  receipts  in  money  on  account  of  the 
sale  of  real  estate  of  any  description,  now  belonging,  or 
which  may  hereafter  belong  to  the  City  j  all  receipts  on  ac- 
count of  the  principal  sum  of  any  bond  or  note  now  owned, 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  owned  by  the  City ;  and  also  of 
the  Annual  City  Tax,  in  every  future  year,  a  sum  that  shall 
noi;  be  less  than  three  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  City  Debt,  (and  never  less  than  Fifty  Thousand 
Dqllaes  in  each  year)  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  payment 
or  the  purchase  of  the  Capital  of  the  City  Debt." 

The  Tenth  Section  of  the  said  Ordinance  makes  it  the 
duty  of  the  Auditor,  annually  to  pass  to  the  credit  of  the 
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Committee  on  the  Keduction  of  the  City  Debt,  all  receipts 
in  money,  the  proceeds  of  either  of  the  sources  before  men- 
tioned, and  the  said  amount  out  of  the  Armual  Tax;  and 
provides  that  the  sums  so  passed  to  the  credit  of  said  Com- 
mittee shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury  of  the  City,  for  the 
payment  or  the  purchase  of  the  Capital  of  the  City  Debt,  in 
the  manner  before  mentioned,  and  in  no  other  mode,  and  for 
no  other  purpose  whatsoever.

APPENDIX. 


HOUSES   OF  INDUSTRY,  REFORMATION,  &c. 


These  Houses  are  governed  by  a  Boaed  op  Directoes, 
chosen  by  concurrent  vote  of  the  two  branches  of  the  City 
Council.  It  has  been  usual  to  have  one  or  more  members  of 
each  of  these  branches  on  the  Board.  The  Board  of  1855-56 
consisted  of  twelve  members,  which  is  the  greatest  number 
allowed.  The  Directors  were  formerly  chosen  in  May ;  but 
the  Ordinance  of  the  4th  March,  1856,  requires  that  the 
elections  should,  hereafter,  be  made  on  the  first  Monday  of 
January,  or  within  sixty  days  thereof,  in  each  year.  The 
Board  of  1856-57  consists  of  but  seven  members,  who  were 
chosen  on  the  19th  June,  and  they  will  hold  their  offices  until 
the  first  Monday  in  January  next. 

This  Board  has  the  exclusive  management  of  all  the  afiairs 
of  these  Institutions,  prudential  and  financial ;  the  funds  for 
the  support  of  the  same  being  annually  appropriated  by  the 
City  Council.  The  ordinary  Expenditures,  including  Repairs 
and  Improvements  on  the  Buildings  and  Grounds,  are  pro- 
vided for  by  the  Directors,  and  paid  monthly,  through  the 
Auditor's  office ;  but  all  extra  Repairs,  New  Buildings,  &c., 
must  be  specially  authorized,  and  the  cost  be  provided  for 
by  the  City  Government. 

The  Income  from  the  Institutions  is  required  to  be  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury,  and  is  not  at  the  disposal  of  the  Di- 
rectors ;  so  that  the  Expenditures  are  confined  to  the  actual 
Appropriations  made  for  the  same  by  the  City  Council.

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The  Board  meet  every  Thursday.  On  the  first  Thursday  of 
each  month  the  meeting  is  held  at  Deer  Island ;  the  third 
Thursday  at  the  House  of  Reformation  at  South  Boston,  and 
the  others  at  their  Of&ce  in  City  Hall. 

The  Board  is  required  to  make  an  Annual  Report  to  the 
City  Council  of  the  number  of  persons  resident  in  the  house 
during  the  year,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  have  been 
employed ;  also  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid 
out  on  account  of  the  Houses. 

The  following  abstract  from  the  Report  of  the  Directors 
of  1855-56,  made  in  April  last,  is  submitted  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Citizens : 

"  The  School  for  boys  at  South  Boston,  known  as  the 
'  Boylston  School,'  has  continued  to  fulfil  its  beneficent  mis- 
sion, toward  the  youths  consigned  to  its  charge ;  imparting 
valuable  instruction,  and  cultivating  habits  of  good  order 
and  industry,  in  many  who  would  otherwise  be  deprived  of 
advantages  acknowledged  as  the  right  of  all. 

The  Report  of  the  Teacher  of  the  House  of  Reformation, 
Mr.  Lincoln,  shows  the  crowded  state  of  that  Institution, 
occasioned  mainly  by  the  large  accession  of  subjects  under 
the  truant  law.  As  these  boys  cannot  be  apprenticed,  (being 
committed  only  for  limited  periods,)  and  the  evil  intended  to 
be  remedied  seeming  in  no  degree  diminished,  the  House  wiU 
probably  continue  to  be  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity,  calling 
for  enlargement  at  no  remote  period.  The  boys  in  both 
departments  are  regularly  and  profitably  employed  a  portion 
of  the  day  in  shoemaking,  under  competent  direction ;  ac- 
quiring a  knowledge  of  means  of  self-support,  and  habits  of 
steady  application  necessary  to  their  success  in  life. 

The  health  of  the  boys  has  been  uninterruptedly  good, 
save  the  few  cases  of  colds  and  other  light  ailments  incident 
to  our  climate  and  the  varying  seasons.  There  has  been  but 
one  death  within  the  year ;  and  this,  a  case  of  scrofulous 
character,  defying  all  remedial  treatment. 

Religious  services  have  been  regularly  observed,  both  at 
Deer  Island  and  South  Boston,  by  the  Chaplain,  the  Rev. 
Stephen  Lo veil,  on  the  Sabbath,  and  on  all  other  suitable 
occasions,  where  his  services  have  been  requested,  or  are 
acceptable. 

The  faithful  corps  of  Sabbath  School  Teachers,  whose 
valuable  services  we  have  had  occasion  before  gratefully  to 
acknowledge,  continue  their  efi'orts  for  the  benefit  of  the 
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boys ;  and,  as  we  have  reason  to  believe;  with  encouraging 
results. 

The  duties  of  the  several  Officers  connected  with  the  In- 
stitution have  been  discharged  to  the  entire  acceptance  of  the 
Directors,  and  with  dae  regard  to  the  need  and  comfort  of 
the  subjects  of  their  charge.  The  Directors  will  close  their 
Report  with  referring  to  the  subject  of  a  new  and  suitable 
building  at  the  Island,  to  take  the  place  of  the  wooden 
structures  to  which  they  are  now  limited ;  these,  yielding  to 
the  universal  law  of  decay,  may  not  be  relied  on  for  much 
longer  usefulness ;  and  the  exposure  to  fire,  (always  a  sub- 
ject of  anxiety  to  those  more  directly  responsible,)  are  both 
suggestive  of  the  prudent  foresight  demanding  attention  to 
this  question  at  an  early  day." 

This  Report  is  signed  by  the  twelve  Directors,  for  the  year 
1855-56. 

The  House  of  Industry  is  located  at  Deer  Island,  and  the 
House  of  Reformation  and  the  Boylston  Asylum  for  Boys,  at 
South  Boston. 

The  House  of  Reformation  is  for  the  reception,  care  and 
instruction  of  such  boys  as  have  been  found  guilty  in  our 
Courts,  of  some  offence  against  the  laws,  and  who  are  sent 
to  this  house  for  Reformation,  instead  of  being  sent  to  the 
House  of  Correction,  or  State  Prison,  as  their  offences  would 
require,  if  this  Institution  was  not  in  existence. 

The  Boylston  Asylum,  is  an  Institution  for  the  Support 
and  Education  of  Poor  Boys,  mostly  orphans,  in  whole  or 
part,  who  are  placed  there  by  their  friends  or  relations,  with 
a  view  of  having  them  taken  care  of,  and  prepared  for  some 
useful  trade  or  occupation.  The  average  number  thus  sup- 
ported the  past  year  was  one  hundred  and  one,  whose  ages 
varied  from  seven  to  nineteen.  This  School  is,  to  a  consid- 
erable extent,  self-supporting,  the  Teachers  being  paid  from 
a  fund  given  for  that  object;  while  the  productive  labor  of 
the  boys  is  an  item  worthy  of  estimation. 

These  institutions,  as  well  as  the  Jail  and  House  of  Cor- 
rection, are  visited  semi-annually  by  the  "  Inspectors  op 
Prisons,"  a  Board  composed  of  the  three  Judges  of  the  Police 
Court,  and  the  Judge  of  Probate,  who  make  a  urkten  report 
to  the  City  Council  of  the  result  of  their  visits,  giving  in 
detail  the  causes  for  which  the  inmates  were  confined ;  the 
Inspectors'  views  of  the   state  of  the  various  institutions; 
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the  maimer  in  wliicli  they  are  conducted;  and  their  opinion, 
based  on  inquiry  and  consultation  with  the  prisoners  them- 
selves, of  the  manner  in  which  they  are  treated. 

These  reports  have  generally  given  great  credit  to  the 
managers  for  the  faithful  manner  in  which  they  have  per- 
formed the  responsible  trusts  confided  to  them.

LUNATIC    HOSPITAL, 

AT   SOUTH   BOSTON. 


This  Institution  is  under  the  control  of  a  Board  of  seven 
VISITORS;  who  are  chosen  by  concurrent  vote  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, one  of  which  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen;  and 
one  a  member  of  the  Common  Council.  They  hold  regular 
Meetings  at  the  Institution  in  South  Boston  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  every  month;  and  at  the  City  Hall  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  of  each  month.  A  certain  amount  is  placed  to  their 
credit  on  the  Auditor's  BookS;  at  the  commencement  of  each 
financial  year,  sufficient  to  meet  all  the  expenses  of  the 
year,  including  the  ordinary  Repairs  on  the  Buildings,  but  all 
extra  Repairs  or  Alterations  of  the  Buildings  are  subject  of 
special  action  and  appropriation  of  the  City  Council.  The 
Board  of  Visitors  expend  the  amount  appropriated,  at  their 
discretion,  sending  the  Bills  to  the  Auditor's  Office  for  exam- 
ination and  payment. 

The  Income  from  the  Institution  is  all  payable  into  the 
City  Treasury,  no  pa.rt  of  it  being  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Visitors ;  so  that  the  actual  Expenses  of  the  Establishment 
are  limited  to  the  Appropriations  granted  by  the  City 
Council. 

.     The  number  of  Inmates  on  the  30th  April,  was  247.     Av- 
erage number  for  the  year  1855-56,  was  244. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  last  Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors  will  give  to  the  Citizens  some  information 
concerning  the  Institution,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
conducted,  which,  it  is  thought,  will  be  found  interesting  to 
them. 

Extract  from  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Visito?'s,  dated  Dec, 

1855. 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ordinance 
relating  to  the  Boston  Lunatic  Hospital,  making  it  incumbent 
upon  the  Board  of  Visitors,  in  the  month  of  December,  an- 
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nually,  to  transmit  to  the  City  Council  the  Report  of  the 
Superintendent,  with  such  observations  and  suggestions  of 
their  own  as  they  may  deem  of  importance,  the  Board  of 
Visitors  respectfully  submit  the  following  communication, 
with  the  Report  referred  to  : 

The  City  Council  will  readily  appreciate  the  importance 
and  usefulness  of  this  Institution,  and  understand  its  present 
condition  and  wants,  after  a  perusal  of  the  very  able  and 
comprehensive  Report  of  our  excellent  Superintendent,  Dr. 
Clement  A.  Walker. 

There  is,  therefore,  little  left  for  us  to  do  beyond  an  en- 
dorsement of  his  Report.

About  three-fourths  of  our  patients  are  State  paupers, 
and,  consequently,  a  State  charge.

Owing  to  the  uncertainty,  as  to  what  would  be  the  action 
of  the  City  G-overnment  in  relation  to  the  removal  of  this 
Institution  to  some  other  locality,  nothing  of  moment  has 
been  done,  for  several  years,  to  improve  the  interior  arrange- 
ments of  the  building.  Feeling  certain  that  no  change  would 
be  made,  for  some  years  to  come,  we  have  this  year  refur- 
nished and  done  much  to  improve  the  apartments  occupied 
by  the  Superintendent,  introduced  gas  throughout  the  whole 
building,  and  procured  new  furnaces  for  heating,  to  take  the 
place  of  the  old  ones,  which  had  become  almost  worthless. 
These  expenses,  together  with  the  extra  cost  of  almost  every 
article  of  food,  will  make  our  expenses  this  year  somewhat 
larger  than  they  have  been  hitherto.  We  think,  however, 
that  nothing  has  been  done  that  should  not  have  been  done, 
and  that  we  have  had  a  due  regard  to  economy  in  all  the 
expenditures. 

We  believe  much  good  has  been  accomplished  the  past 
year  by  this  Institution.  In  several  instances  patients  have 
been  restored  to  health,  to  reason,  and  to  friends,  who  have 
been  looked  upon  hitherto  beyond  hope. 

Dr.  Walker  has  proved  himself  to  be  peculiarly  and 
thoroughly  qualified  for  the  duties  of  his  office ;  and  we  feel 
that  much  credit  is  due  to  him  for  his  devotion  to  those 
duties,  and  the  skill  and  ability  he  has  manifested  in  the  per- 
formance of  them. 
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Extracts  from  Dr.  WaUcer^s  Report. 

Notliing  lias  occurred  in  our  household  to  render  its  his- 
tory, for  the  year  that  has  just  closed,  in  any  way  remark- 
able. The  number  of  those  who  have  sought  and  found,  at 
our  door,  the  protecting  charity  of  the  City  has  been  large. 
Many  have  been  removed  by  friends  and  guardians ;  many 
have  been  borne  out  freed  from  all  earthly  trouble,  and  a 
goodly  number  have  gone  forth  "  clothed,  and  in  their  right 
minds." 

Thankful  for  whatever  of  success  has  attended  our  efforts, 
and  deeply  regretting  our  failure  to  do  more,  we  enter  upon 
the  duties  and  trials  of  another  year,  with  more  to  encour- 
age us  than  we  had  a  twelvemonth  ago.

The  number  admitted  during  the  past  year  is  very  large. 
During  no  other  year,  since  the  first,  have  so  many  been 
accommodated.  Three  hundred  and  fifty-three  have,  during 
the  year,  found  an  asylum,  for  a  longer  or  shorter  period, 
within  these  walls.  Ninety-seven  of  this  number  have  been 
admitted  since  December  1,  1854. 

Early  in  the  Spring,  the  State  Authorities  removed  a  por- 
tion of  the  State  patients  to  the  Alms  Houses  and  the  Taun- 
ton Hospital.  Since  then  no  one  has  been  refused  who  has 
sought  admission,  and  more  have  applied  to  the  Police  Court 
than  usual.  To  this  cause  may  be  justly  attributed  the  large 
number  of  commitments  here,  and  not,  I  think,  to  any  mate- 
rial increase  of  insanity  in  this  community.  During  the  sum- 
mer, the  seven  patients  supported  by  the  City  at  the  Worces- 
ter Hospital  were  removed  by  your  direction,  and  are  now 
resident  here. 

Nearly  one-third  of  those  admitted  were  less  than  thirty 

years   of  age,  and  the  number  of  the  very  aged  was  also 

remarkable.     One   of  our   Halls,  in  a  quiet  afternoon  and 

evening,  has  very  much  the  appearance  of  an   Old  Ladies' 

Home,  its  cheerful  aspect  only  marred  by  the  reflection  that 

death  only  will  break  the  circle.

The  recoveries  during  the  year  have  been  nearly  double 
those  of  the  year  before.  An  unusually  large  number  of 
those  remaining  under  treatment  are  more  or  less  rapidly 
recovering,  and  give  good  promise  of  early  restoration  to 
health  and  society.     This  is  gratifying  and  encouraging  in 
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itself,  and  more  so  that  it  fully  confirms  the  justness  of  the 
opinion  advanced  in  the  last  Report.

We  begin  another  year  with  more  confidence  than  we 
could  reasonably  claim  in  entering  upon  the  past.  But  the 
good  effected  in  a  Lunatic  Hospital,  more  particularly  in  one 
like  this,  for  the  poor  alone,  should  not  be  measured  by  the 
number  of  recoveries.  All  that  is  done  to  soothe  the  misery 
of  a  terrible  and  lifelong  affliction  should  go  into  the  account. 
In  this  way  we  trust  we  have  done  more  than  appears  in  the 
above  tables.  Every  improvement  made,  in  the  care  and 
management  of  such  a  household,  is  a  positive  good  secured. 

The  number  of  deaths,  though  large,  is  smaller,  and  rela- 
tively much  smaller,  than  that  of  the  preceding  year.  More 
than  half  of  those  who  have  deceased  were  old  inmates, 
worn  out  by  insanity  and  gradually  destroyed  by  chronic 
disease.  Many  have  been  brought  here  in  an  almost  djdng 
condition.  In  several  instances  it  has  been  deemed  neces- 
sary by  the  Court  to  advise  the  instant  removal  of  the  pa- 
tient to  the  Hospital,  even  before  the  legal  papers  could  be 
completed. 

The  removal  by  the  State  of  thirty-two  of  our  inmates  to 
the  State  Institutions,  although  only  three  or  four  single 
rooms  were  thereby  vacated,  revived  the  hope  of  doing  some- 
thing more  for  our  Cottage  '^  patients ;  but  the  immediate 
and  continued  influx  of  others  from  the  Court  has  kept  all 
of  that  class  of  rooms,  in  the  female  apartments,  in  constant 
use.  We  cannot,  therefore,  report  progress  in  this  particu- 
lar. The  hope  of  a  change  for  the  better  is  not  abandoned.

The  introduction  of  gas  throughout  the  Hospital  has  added 
greatly  to  our  convenience  and  more  to  the  comfort  and 
pleasure  of  the  inmates.  But  little  injury  to  the  fixtures 
has  been  done  by  the  patients,  air  treating  with  due  respect 
the  source  of  light  and  pleasure  during  these  long  winter 
evenings. 

The  improvements  made  in  our  heating  apparatus,  although 
expensive,  have  been  of  great  service.  We  have  had  but 
little  trouble  in  keeping  the  halls  warm  during  the  coldest 


*  The  "  Cottage  "  is  a  small  Building,  entirely  detached  from  the  main  building,  and  is 
used  for  the  confinement  of  those  patients  whose  excited  state  render  them,  for  the  time, 
improper  occupants  of  the  main  huilding. 
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weather.    They  have  never  been  so  uniformly  comfortable  in 
winter  as  now.

I  am  happy  to  say  that,  through  the  efforts  of  one  of  your 
number,  a  foundation  is  laid  for  a  substantial  Library. 
During  the  coming  year  we  hope  to  make  it  worthy  of  the 
name. 

Chapel  services  have  been  acceptably  conducted,  since 
March,  by  the  same  member. 

We  are  again  indebted  to  Signor  Blitz  for  the  entertain- 
ment he  kindly  afforded  the  inmates,  by  an  exhibition  of  his 
learned  birds  and  magic  tricks.  For  one  day,  at  least,  sun- 
shine and  joy  prevailed.  The  memory  thereof  has  not  yet 
died  out.  We  take  pleasure  in  thus  publicly  acknowledging 
our  obligations  for  his  kind  thoughtfulness  of  us. 

At  no  former  period  have  the  patients  here  enjoyed  so 
many  sources  of  amusement  as  during  the  past  season.  The 
removal  of  the  piano,  old  and  poor  as  it  is,  to  the  upper 
female  hall,  has  been  a  source  of  daily  pleasure.  We  have 
fortunately  had  one  or  more  inmates  able  and  willing  to  use 
it  for  the  general  gratification.  It  has  been  our  custom, 
also,  to  call  in  occasionally,  from  the  street,  a  strolling 
organ,  and,  at  a  trifling  expense,  thus  to  greatly  relieve  the 
tedium  of  confinement.  The  entrance  of  one  of  these  mu- 
sicians is  always  hailed  with  expressions  of  delight. 

The  influence  of  these  amusements  upon  our  household  is 
apparent.  If  we  have  made  any  advancement  in  the  man- 
agement of  this  often  turbulent  famil}^,  it  is  owing  to  this,  in 
a  great  degree. 

To  Mrs.  S.  B.  Hall,  of  Dorchester,  our  thanks  are  due  fOr 
a  donation  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  devoted  to  the  purchase  of 
pictures,  with  which  to  adorn  the  walls  of  our  halls.  Hon. 
Moses  Kimball  has  kindly  promised  us  a  donation  of  en- 
gravings for  the  same  purpose. 

In  addition  to  weekly  News  and  Religious  Papers,  which 
have  so  often  been  gratefully  acknowledged,  we  have  this 
year  received,  from  the  City  Hall,  a  daily  supply  of  the 
'  morning  and  evening  journals.  Your  Chairman,  through 
whose  thoughtfulness  we  were  thus  favored,  can  hardly  con- 
ceive of  the  enjoyment  that  has  been  afforded  thereby.

PAVING,  GKADING,  AND  REPAIRS  OF  STREETS, 


This  Department  is  under  the  exclusive  charge  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  who  are  Surveyors  of  Highivays.  They 
delegate  their  powers,  for  the  time  being,  to  a  Committee  of 
three  from  their  own  Board.  This  Committee,  with  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Streets,  attend  to  the  usual  business  of  the 
Department.  The  Ordinary  Repairs  of  the  Streets  are  made 
bj  the  Superintendent  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee, 
but  new  Paving  and  extensive  Repairs,  require  a  vote  of  the 
whole  Board. 

The  Superintendent  of  Streets  is  chosen  annually,  by  concur- 
rent vote  of  the  City  Council.  His  duty  is  to  see  that  the 
Streets  and  Sidewalks  are  kept  in  good  order,  and  free  from 
obstructions  at  all  seasons  of  the  year.  In  his  last  Annual 
Report  to  the  City  Council,  dated  in  January,  1856,  Alfred 
T.  Turner,  Esq.,  the  present  Superintendent,  makes  the  fol- 
lowing remarks  and  suggestions  respecting  the  Iron  and 
Wooden  Paving  recently  introduced  by  way  of  experiment. 
As  these  remarks  have  a  general  bearing,  and  contain  a  great 
deal  of  information  interesting  to  the  citizens  at  large,  I  have 
thought  it  advisable  to  give  them  a  more  extended  circula- 
tion by  inserting  them  in  this  Report.  ■ 

ROUISTD    STONE    PAVEMENT. 

State  Street,  from  Washington  Street  to  Wilson  Lane,  on 
the  northerly  side ;  and  Washington  Street,  at  the  heads  of 
State  Street,  were  repaved  last  fall  with  a  small  size  kidney 
stone,  brought  principally  from  the  York  Beach,  in  the  State 
of  Maine.  To  this  style  of  round  stone  pavement  I  take 
pleasure  in  referring  the  City  Council,  as  being,  in  my  humble 
judgment,  what  round  stone  pavement  should  be  on  all  the 
main  avenues  of  the  City.  These  pieces  of  round  stone 
pavement  were  laid  with  great  care  by  experienced  work- 
men, and  at  an  average  cost  of  $1.40  per  square  yard.  I 
confidently  believe  that  arrangements  could  be  made  with  the 
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captains  of  vessels  who  bring  cargoes  of  paving  stones  from 
the  shores  of  Maine  and  the  coast  of  our  own  State,  to  select 
on  the  beaches  enough  stones  like  those  on  State  Street,  to 
pave  one  to  two  thousand  yards  every  season,  the  cost  of 
which  would  not  exceed  $1.40  to  $1.75  per  square  yard,  vary- 
ing according  to  the  price  of  common  size  paving  stones 
during  the  year. 

IRON    PAVING. 

The  first  Iron  pavement  in  this  City  was.  laid  down  in 
Howard  Street,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1852.  It  was 
a  small  piece,  but  it  stands  now  as  well  as  it  did  the  first  day 
it  was  placed  there.  This  was  done  at  the  cost  of  the  par- 
ties then  interested  in  the  Terry  patent.  The  next  piece  of 
iron  pavement  was  that  with  which  Court  Street  was  paved, 
from  Washington  Street  to  Court  Square,  in  July,  1853. 
This  is  now  in  perfect  order,  and  has  had  no  repairs  upon  it. 

The  Iron  Pavement  Company,  who  now  possess  the  Terry 
patent,  have  laid  down  in  Nassau  Street,  New  York,  some  of 
their  iron  blocks,  and  thej  have  given  entire  satisfaction.  So 
writes  the  company's  agent. 

The  company  last  year  sent  an  agent  to  England  (0.  H. 
Knapp,  Esq.)  for  the  purpose  of  having  the  iron  pavement 
introduced  into  that  country.  In  a  letter  from  Mr.  Knapp  to 
me,  dated  London,  Dec.  12th,  1855,  requesting  information 
respecting  the  wear  of  the  new  block  on  Washington  Street, 
he  says  :  "  1  am  filling  an  order  from  the  City  of  London,  and 
am  happy  in  being  able  to  say  that  our  iron  pavement  is 
liked  here  very  much,  and  in  Scotland." 

In  October  last,  1465  yards  of  these  iron  blocks  were  laid 
down  in  Washington  Street,  between  Court  and  School 
Streets,  at  a  cost  of  $6  per  square  yard,  being  $4  per  square 
yard  less  than  the  iron  pavement  in  Court  Street.  Total 
amount  of  cost,  $8,790.  The  block  used  in  Washington 
Street,  with  the  exception  of  155  yards,  covers  14  inches  on 
the  surface,  but  is  not  so  deep  or  so  heavy  as  the  one  on 
Court  Street.  It  is,  however,  deemed  sufficiently  heavy  for  a 
secure  and  durable  pavement.  The  interstices  are  also  con- 
siderably larger  than  those  of  the  Court  Street  block,  which 
is  considered  an  improvement.  This  new  block,  made  by  the 
company  in  New  York,  was,  before  it  was  laid  down,  ap- 
proved by  Mr.  Terry,  the  inventor  of  the  iron  block  pave- 
ment, who  has  since  deceased.    He  was  a  worthy  and  estima- 
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ble  citizen,  of  a  highly  inventive  mind,  and  for  several  years 
previous  to  his  death,  was  afflicted  with  blindness.  ■  During 
the  time  he  was  blind,  he  invented  the  iron  paving  block. 
The  iron  pavement  was  laid  down  in  Washington  Street,  with 
granite  stone  gutters,  and  the  whole  presents  a  handsome 
and  safe  roadway  for  traveling.  Some  fears  have  been  ex- 
pressed that  the  iron  points  will  in  the  course  of  a  few  years 
wear  so  sharp  as  to  injure  the  horse's  frog;  but  it  is  believed 
that  the  gravel  filling  in  the  interstices  will  preserve  the 
bearing  of  travel  so  equal  as  to  make  the  wear  perfectly  even. 
There  was  some  difficulty  experienced  in  laying  down  the  iron 
blocks,  owing  to  their  being  imperfectly  cast ;  and  the  addi- 
tional expense  of  chipping  a  part  of  them,  was  borne  by  the 
parties  contracting  to  perform  the  work. 

The  155  yards  alluded  to  above  is  laid  with  12  inch  sur- 
face blocks,  of  lighter  weight  and  somewhat  larger  interstices 
than  the  Court  Street  blocks.  These  12  inch  blocks  are  con- 
nected with  the  14  inch  blocks  by  a  casting  made  for  the 
purpose,  at  the  foot  of  School  Street,  and  extend  to  the  cross- 
ing which  divides  the  iron  and  wooden  pavement. 

nicolson's  wood  pavement. 

In  November,  1443  yards  of  Nicolson's  Pavement  were 
laid  down  under  his  immediate  direction,  in  Washington 
Street,  from  the  termination  of  the  iron  pavement  at  School 
Street  to  Franklin  Street,  a  North  River  stone  crossing  sep- 
arating the  two.  The  price  of  this  pavement  was  $2.25  per 
square  yard.     Total  cost,  $3,246.75. 

In  West  Street,  from  Tremont  Street  to  128  feet  from 
Washington  Street,  there  was  also  laid  down,  last  fall,  824  7-9 
yards  of  "Nicolson's  Pavement."  The  whole  cost  of  this  piece 
of  pavement  was  $1,855.75,  of  which  the  City  paid  $805.75, 
and  the  balance,  $1,050,  was  paid  by  the  abuttors  on  the 
street,  who  desired  that  it  should  be  so  paved. 

The  ''Nicolson  Pavement,"  laid  down  in  Mason  Street  in 
the  spring 'of  1854,  is  in  a  sound  condition.  A  long  strip  of 
this  pavement  was  taken  up  last  summer,  for  the  purpose  of 
changing  gas-pipes,  and  replaced  without  much  difficulty,  and, 
as  yet,  without  any  perceptible  change  in  the  surface  of  the 
roadway.  One  advantage  "  Nicolson's  Pavement "  has  over 
other  kinds,  is,  that  when  taken  up  in  winter,  no  frost  is 
found  in  the  ground  underneath.     This  enables  repairs  to  be 
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made  of  pipes  under  ground  to  great  advantage.  Mr.  Nicol- 
son's  pavement  has  attracted  the  favorable  attention  of  the 
authorities  of  the  flourishing  and  populous  city  of  Chicago. 

The  Iron  and  Nicolson  pavement  are  now  upon  the  main 
avenue  of  our  City,  and  will  both,  of  course,  be  thoroughly 
tested,  and  the  public  will  be  able  to  decide  as  to  their  re- 
spective merits.  Both  pavements  are  the  inventions  of  Bos- 
ton men. 

Complaints  having  been  made  since  the  Nicolson  pavement 
was  placed  on  Washington  Street,  of  the  odor  arising  from 
the  coal  tar  preparation  used  in  underlaying  and  covering  the 
same,  Mr.  Nicolson,  in  a  note  addressed  to  me,  says  :  "  As 
the  odor  of  coal  tar  and  asphaltum  appears  to  be  offensive  to 
some  persons,  you  will  please  state  when  you  have  occasion, 
that  both  may  be  dispensed  with  in  my  pavement,  substituting 
therefor  pine  tar,  which  is  both  sanitary,  and  to  almost  all 
persons,  an  agreeable  perfume ;  the  expense  of  it,  however, 
would  increase  the  cost  of  paving  from  ten  to  twenty  cents 
per  yard.  Bitumen  of  all  kinds  may  be  dispensed  with  if 
desired ;  but  in  such  case,  to  prevent  decay,  the  wood  must  be 
subjected  to  a  chemical  process  —  either  that  of  Kyanizing  or 
Burnettizing ;  both  methods  are  supported  by  numerous  tes- 
timonials in  this  country  and  in  Europe,  that  wood  so  pre- 
pared will  resist  the  common  causes  of  decay  for  many  years, 
and  at  small  cost."

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WATER    WORKS. 


The  Boston  Water  Works  are  managed  by  an  independent 
Board,  known  as  the  Cochituate  Water  Board.  They  are 
to  be  chosen  annually  by  concurrent  vote  of  the  two  branches 
of  the  City  Council,  in  the  month  of  March  or  April,'^  and  the 
Ordinance  requires  that  the  Board  should  consist  of  one  Alder- 
man, one  member  of  the  Common  Council,  and  five  citizens 
at  large.  They  may  be  re-elected  annually,  but  no  member 
can  serve  more  than  five  years  consecutively.  They  are  re- 
movable at  the  pleasure  of  the  City  Council.  They  have  the 
whole  management  of  the  Water  Works.  They  receive  no 
compensation  for  their  services.  They  are  required  to  make 
a  Report  to  the  City  Council  in  the  month  of  January,  in 
each  year,  containing  "  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  all 
the  Water  Works,  and  of  the  lands  and  other  property  con- 
nected therewith,  with  an  account  of  all  the  receipts  and 
expenditures,  together  with  any  information  or  suggestions 
which  they  may  deem  important ;  and  they  shall,  at  the  same 
time  transmit  to  the  City  Council  the  Report  of  the  City 
Engineer  and  the  Water  Registrar." 

The  Report  of  the  Engineer,  above  referred  to,  should 
contain  a  statement  of  the  general  condition  of  the  Works, 
with  an  account  in  detail  of  all  the  expenditures  of  his  depart- 
ment relating  to  the  same,  and  such  other  matters  as  he  or 
the  Board  may  deem  expedient.  The  Water  Registrar  is  re- 
quired to  give,  in  his  Annual  Report  to  the  Water  Board,  a 
statement  of  the  number  of  water  takers ;  the  number  of 
cases  where  the  water  has  been  cut  off;  the  number  and 
amount  of  abatements ;  the  expenditures  of  his  department, 
and  such  other  matters  as  he  or  the  Water  Board  may  deem 
expedient. 

*  Altered  in  March,  1856,  to  thefrst  Monday  in  January,  or  within  60  days  thereof. 
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The  bills  and  accounts  against  the  Water  Works,  after 
being  approved  and  allowed  by  the  Water  Board,  are  sent  to 
the  Auditor's  Of&ce  for  settlement,  and  they  are  audited  and 
paid  in  the  same  way  as  other  bills  against  the  City. 

The  Water  Eates  are  established  by  the  City  Council, 
and  can  only  be  changed  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  two 
Boards. 

An  unsuccessful  effort  having  been  made,  early  in  the  year 
1855,  to  abolish  the  Independent  Water  Board  entirely,  and 
to  place  the  whole  business  in  the  hands  of  a  Joint  Commit- 
tee of  the  City  Council,  there  was  no  election  of  a  Water 
Board  in  that  year,  consequently  the  Board  of  the  previous 
year  held  over,  with  the  exception  of  Hon.  John  H.  Wilkins, 
who  had  been  an  active  member  on  the  Board  from  its  organ- 
ization, and  who  resigned  in  Nov.,  1854.  Mr.  Wilkins's  place 
was  supplied  by  the  election  of  Charles  Stoddard,  Esq.,  in  De- 
cember. The  Board  for  1855  was  thus  composed  of  the  fol- 
lowing gentlemen,  viz :

Henry  B.  Rogers,  Esq.,  resigned  in  October,  1855 ;  and  as 
there  had  been  no  election  in  1855,  the  City  Council  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1856,  proceeded  to  choose  a  Board  for  the  year 
1855-56.  Adam  W.  Thaxter,  Jr.,  Esq.,  declined  a  re-election, 
and  Alderman  Washburn  having  retired  from  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  in  November,  1855,  vacancies  were  thus  created 
for  three  new  members.  These  vacancies  were  filled  by  the 
election  of  Alderman  John  T.  Dingley  for  the  Aldermen, 
and  Messrs.  Jona.  Preston  and  Joseph  Smith  for  the  citizens. 
Mr.  Preston  had  been  a  member  in  the  years  1851,  52,  3  and 
4.  The  President,  Thomas  Wetmore,  Esq.,  has  been  a  mem- 
ber from  the  first  establishment  of  the  Board,  and  having 
served  his  five  years,  he  was  not  eligible  for  -fihe  year 
1856-57.

In  compliance  witli  that  part  of  the  Ordinance  on  Finance 
which  requires  the  City  Auditor,  in  his  Annual  Report  of 
Receipts  and  Expenditures,  to  give  an  account  of  all  the 
property  belonging  to  the  City,  the  following  abstract  from 
the  Reports  of  the  Water  Board,  the  City  Engineer,  and 
Water  Registrar,  made  to  the  City  Council  in  January  last,  is 
herewith  submitted.  This  abstract  will  furnish  some  account 
of  the  City's  property  in  the  Works,  and  will  also  give  to  the 
citizens  some  information  on  the  state  of  the  Works  which 
they  can  obtain  in  no  other  way,  as  the  Reports  of  the  Water 
Board  to  the  City  Council  have  but  a  limited  circulation. 

The  Water  Board  commence  by  stating  that  they  have 
the  gratification  of  again  being  able  to  report,  that  the  gen- 
eral conditio7i  of  the  water  works,  in  every  department,  is 
entirely  satisfactory. 

The  SUPPLY  of  water  at  the  Lake,  has  been  most  abun- 
dant for  all  the  public,  domestic  and  manufacturing  uses, 
which  were  had  in  view  on  its  introduction  into  the  City; 
and  for  which  it  could  be  required,  not  only  by  the  present 
population,  but  by  any  probable  increase  of  it  for  many  years 
to  come. 

The  table  on  page  244  shows  that  the  daily  draft  on  the 
Brookline  Reservoir,  for  consumption  in  the  City,  was 
10,346,300  wine  gallons  ;  near  a  lia^f  a  million  gallons  more 
than  that  of  the  "preceding  year. 

WASTE   OF   WATER. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  experienced  not  only  the  in- 
sufficiency of  the  mains  to  Brookline,  which,  indeed,  the 
experience  of  previous  years  had  frequently  taught  us,  but 
the  brick  Aqueduct  has,  at  times,  been  found  inadequate  for 
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supplying  the  enormous  draft  made  upon  it.  With  a  head  of 
7  1-2  feet  of  water  at  the  Lake,  the  brick  aqueduct  is.  capa- 
ble of  delivering  at  the  Brookline  'Rq^qyyoit, fifteen  milium 
of  gallons  in  twenty  foitr  hours.  So  great,  however,  has  been, 
at  times  the  consumption,  that  with  that  pressure,  the  head 
could  not  be  kept  up  in  the  Reservoir,  but,  on  one  occasion, 
fell  ten  inches  in  the  course  of  three  days.  There  was  a  loss 
at  the  same  time  of  four  feet  in  the  Beacon  Hill  Reservoir, 
and  five  feet  eight  inches  in  the  East  Boston,  both  being 
nearly  drained ;  the  gates  in  the  South  Boston  Reservoir 
being  shut.  The  consumption  therefore  must  have  been  more 
ihdii fifteen  million  gallons  in  twentyfour  hours. 

We  have  been  brought,  during  the  past  year,  still  nearer, 
and  in  fact  close  upon  the  time  anticipated  in  former  reports, 
when  it  will  be  necessary,  in  order  to  keep  up  an  equal  sup- 
ply over  the  whole  territory,  to  provide  some  mode  of  intro- 
ducing a  further  quantity ;  or  to  restrict  its  use  to  merely 
domestic  purposes,  and  thus  lose  the  income,  no  inconsidera- 
ble amount,  which  we  now  derive  from  its  use  in  manufacto- 
ries and  for  other  purposes.  There  does  not  seem  to  be  any 
other  alternative,  except  indeed  the  almost  hopeless  one,  of 
attempting  to  produce  a  greater  economy  and  care  in  the  use 
of  the  water,  and  preventing  the  reckless  ivaste  ivhich  seems 
everywhere  to  ])revail.  If  this  could  be  done  effectuallj^,  it 
would  leave,  of  course,  an  ample  supply  of  water  for  all  the 
useful  purposes  for  which  it  could  be  required;  as  it  is  proba- 
ble that  at  least  one-half  of  the  whole  quantity  now  used,  is  abso- 
lutely aiid  ttn-profitably  wasted. 

The  Water  Board  will  continue  their  efforts  for  this  very 
important  object,  so  intimately  connected  with  the  welfare 
and  b.est  interests  of  the  City.  For  this  purpose  they  will 
adhere  to  the  plan  heretofore  adopted,  of  examining  periodi- 
cally, all  the  water  fixtures  in  use ;  and  of  causing,  at  proper 
seasons,  and  whenever  it  is  practicable,  a  daily  and  nightly 
inspection  to  be  made,  of  the  mode  of  using  the  water 
throughout  the  City.  Some  good,  it  is  believed,  has  been 
already  done  by  this  course,  in  the  detection  of  many  cases 
of  wanton  and  across  waste.  We  fear  that  nothing  but  a  more 
just  and  universal  appreciation,  than  now  prevails,  of  all  the 
ill  consequences  which  must  necessarily  follow  the  present 
wastefulness ;  and  a  very  general  and  serious  determination 
to  put  a  stop  to  it ;  each  one  beginning,  for  this  end,  with  his 
own  household,  will  have  much  effect  in  correcting  the  evil. 
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The  foregoing  suggestions  as  to  our  means  of  supply, 
must  be  understood,  however,  to  have  reference  to  the  pres- 
ent population  of  the  City,  and  its  natural  increase  ;  and  not 
to  an  increase  of  territory  and  population  by  the  annexation 
of  other  towns  or  parts  of  towns,  as  has  been  from  time  to 
time  proposed  in  relation  to  Rosbury,  Charlestown,  and 
Chelsea.  The  first  thing  to  be  done  in  case  of  any  such  an- 
nexation, will  be  to  lay  at  once,  an  additional  main,  of  30  or 
36  inches  to  Brookline,  at  a  probable  cost  of  over  $300,000, 
or  the  supply  of  the  high  service  must  entirely  fail.  And  in 
reference  to  this  subject  we  deem  it  our  duty  to  ask  the 
attention  of  the  City  Council  to  some  sources  of  great  and 
unnecessary  waste  which  seem  to  be  more  peculiarly  subject  to 
the  supervision  of  the  City  Council,  and  which  it  is  in  the 
power  of  the  Council  alone  to  prevent. 

One  is  the  large  number  of  urmals,  and  fixtures  of  similar 
character,  in  and  about  the  Public  Buildings,  constructed 
generally  without  much  reference  to  economy  in  the  use  of 
water,  and  where  a  continuous  flow  is  kept  up, night  and  day, 
at  all  seasons  of  the  year ;  to  an  extent  probably  not  real- 
ized by  any  member  of  the  government,  and  not  at  all 
required  for  any  purposes  of  cleanliness. 

The  other  is  the  extravagant  use  of  tvater  for  ivatering  the 
streets,  (an  evil  sufficiently  obvious  to  all  who  have  to  walk 
the  streets,)  by  which  they  frequently  are  so  covered  with 
mud  as  to  be  almost  impassable,  and  a  vast  quantity  of  water 
worse  than  wasted. 

The  Water  Board  would  also  respectfully  ask  the  atten- 
tion of  the  City  Council  to  the  entire  inadequacy  of  the  ]}en- 
alty  which  the  present  Ordinance  prescribes  for  any  waste  of 
water,  no  matter  how  gross  and  reckless  it  may  bQ.  It 
merely  directs  that  the  water  shall  be  cut  off  from  the 
premises,  and  not  let  on  again  except  on  payment  of  two  dol- 
lars. That  sum  will  hardly  be  sufiicient  to  pay  the  City  the 
actual  expense  of  shutting  oif  and  letting  on,  under  the  most 
favorable  circumstances ;  of  course,  when  the  ground  is 
frozen  and  the  street  encumbered  with  ice  and  snow,  it  be- 
comes entirely  inadequate.  We  would  respectfully  suggest 
that  the  penalty  might  vary,  and  be  somewhat  in  proportion 
to  the  difficulties  which  the  different  seasons  of  the  year  nec- 
essarily occasion. 
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CHARACTER   OP    THE   WATER. 

There  lias  been  no  complaint  of  any  offensive  change  in 
the  cliaracter  of  the  water  during  the  year,  similar  to  that  of 
the  previous  one.  The  impurities  of  that  year,  so  obvious 
both  to  the  taste  and  smell,  gradually  disappeared,  and  were 
not  perceived  any  where  about  the  middle  of  February; 
leaving  their  cause  and  origin  in  entire  obscurity.  We  still 
believe  that  the  most  plausible  suggestion  was  that  made  by 
the  Water  Board,  and  confirmed  by  the  opinions  and  able 
researches  of  Drs.  Horsford  and  Jackson,  published  with  the 
Eeport  of  last  year,  that  the  remote  cause  of  the  impurity 
was  to  be  attributed  to  the  long  drought  and  heat  of  the 
summer  of  that  year,  and  the  unusually  low  state  of  the 
water  in  the  Lake,  and  was  the  result  of  vegetable  decompo- 
sition. If  it  be  so,  the  evil  was  one  which  we  m.ust  probably 
contend  with  again ;  and  it  becomes  important  that  the  water 
in  different  parts  of  the  lake  should  be  continually  watched, 
particularly  during  the  summer  months,  and  the  slightest 
deterioration  traced,  if  possible,  to  its  source. 

This  has  been  quite  satisfactorily  done  during  the  past 
season  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Lake.  We  regret  to 
state,  that  for  a  short  period  an  impurity,  similar  in  charac- 
ter to  that  of  the  previous  year,  but  not  so  intense,  was 
clearly  and  obviously  distinguishable  in  the  Northern  division 
and  at  the  gate  house.  The  water  of  other  parts  of  the  lake 
was,  however,  at  once  examined,  and  the  cause  of  the  im- 
purity traced,  without  difficulty,  to  Whitney's  meadow,  in  the 
Southern  division,  where  it  was  quite  offensive.  This  meadow 
consists  of  about  65  acres,  and  was  entirely  separated  by 
the  Commissioners  from  the  other  parts  of  the  lake  by  a 
permanent  dam,  from  an  apprehension  then  entertained,  of 
the  impurity  of  the  water  there ;  a  passage  way  had,  how- 
ever, been  forced  on  top  of  the  dam,  through  which  the 
water  could  flow  when  at  a  sufficient  height,  and  at  the  time 
mentioned  it  was  running  over.  This  passage  way  was  at 
once  closed,  and  shortly  after,  the  peculiar  taste  of  the  water 
disappeared. 

EXTENSION    OF    THE   WORKS. 

This  has  been  continued  during  the  year,  and  distributing 
and  service  pipes  have  been  laid  in  new  streets,  &c.,  wherever 
required,  and  when  the  ivater  rate  to  he  assessed  was  equal  to  the 
interest   on   the  cost.     In  one   instance,  however,  the    latter 
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requirement  was  necessarily  departed  from.  The  Citj^  Coun- 
cil having  directed  the  pipes  to  be  laid  in  Washington  Vil- 
lage, lately  annexed  to  South  Boston,  it  was  accordingly" 
done,  at  considerable  cost.  It  will  be  probably  some  time 
before  there  will  be  a  sufficient  number  of  water  tenants  to 
pay  a  water  rate  equal  to  the  interest  of  the  expenditure. 

The  length  of  Distributing  Pipes  of  4,  6  and  12  inches 
diameter,  laid  during  the  year,  is  13,831  feet,  being  4,817 
feet  more  than  last  year. 

The  number  of  new  StopcocJcs  is  19,  including  one  in  the 
branch  to  the  State  Prison. 

The  whole  length  of  distributing  pipe  now  laid,  including 
hydrant  branches  and  bends,  is  about  113  2-5  miles.  The 
present  number  of  stopcocks  is  980. 

The  number  of  Service  Pipes  laid  during  the  year  is  798, 
the  length  of  which  was  26,150  feet.  The  whole  number 
being  18,797. 

The  number  of  hydrants  established  during  the  year  was 
42.     The  whole  number  is  1,252. 

The  number  of  leaJcs  repaired  in  pipes  of  4  inches  and 
upwards,  was  75.     In  those  of  less  than  4  inches  it  was  219. 

EEPAIRS. 

The  very  important  repairs  made  upon  the  upper  end  of 
the  brick  aqueduct  recently,  particularly  in  the  use  of  Eng- 
lish cement  for  stopping  the  leaks  in  the  part  which  was  laid 
over  quicksands,  and  had  never  been  made  tight,  have  been 
eminently  successful ;  and  it  is  believed  all  those  leaks  are 
now  permanently  closed.  Other  leaks,  which  from  time  to 
time  occur  in  other  divisions,  are  more  easily  closed,  and 
occasion  little  solicitude. 

Those  portions  of  the  aqueduct,  which  have  been  repaired 
with  English  cement,  remain  perfectly  tight.  By  comparing 
these  portions  with  others  which  have  been  repaired  with 
American  cement,  the  superiority  of  the  English  is  so  very 
apparent,  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  use  it  in  all  the 
repairs  to  be  made  hereafter. 

The  heavy  embankment  of  puddled  gravel  at  Ware's  Val- 
ley, near  Charles  River,  is,  as  it  has  been  from  the  com- 
mencement, in  excellent  condition;  never  having  settled 
enough  to  cause  any  crack  in  the  conduit  since  the  first  sea- 
son of  the  introduction  of  water  into  the  City. 

But  very  few  of  the  peculiar  vegetable  substances  hereto- 
fore mentioned,  were  found  in  the  conduit. 
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DAMS;  EOADS,  BEIDGES,   &C. 

The  roadS;  bridges,  dams,  etc.,  connected  with  the  Lake, 
are  in  their  usual  good  condition. 

The  Gate  Houses  at  the  Lake  and  at  Brookline  Reservoir, 
the  Waste  weirs  and  other  structures  along  the  line  of  the 
Brick  Aqueduct,  are  all  in  very  good  condition,  not  having 
required  repairs  of  any  consequence  since  their  erection. 

BEICK  AQUEDUCTS  AND  TUNNELS. 

A  personal  examination  of  the  interior  of  the  Aqueduct 
was  made  during  the  latter  part  of  December,  1855,  in  com- 
pany of  Mr.  Knowlton.  The  tunnels  have  undergone  no 
change  since  being  finished,  the  rock  through  which  they 
were  made  being  of  such  firm  texture  that  exposure  to  air 
and  water  has  not  had  any  perceptible  effect  upon  it. 

There  are  still  some  leaks  into  the  tunnels  through  seams 
in  the  rock,  which  are  not  objectionable,  as  the  water  is  quite 
pure. 

The  section  of  the  conduit  through  the  tunnels  is  some- 
what larger  than  the  brick  portion,  and,  as  the  velocity  of 
the  water  is  less  through  them  than  through  the  other  por- 
tions of  the  conduit,  more  sediment  deposits  in  them^  re- 
quiring to  be  cleansed  oftener  than  other  parts  of  the 
work.  The  entire  line  of  conduit  should  be  cleansed  out 
early  in  the  spring. 

EESEEVOIES. 

City  Reservoirs.  The  usual  attention  has  been  paid  to 
these  Reservoirs  during  the  past  year.  Neither  of  them  has 
had  any  repairs  of  consequence.  The  leakages  spoken  of  in 
previous  reports,  in  the  Beacon  Hill  and  East  Boston  Reser- 
voirs, have  increased  but  little.  The  old  wooden  fence  has 
been  removed  from  the  South  Boston  Reservoir,  and  a  sub- 
stantial and  ornamental  iron  one  has  been  erected  in  its 
place. 

The  BrooMine  Reservoir  is  in  good  order,  the  grounds  and 
structures  having  been  well  attended  to.  It  will  be  advisa- 
ble, during  the  present  year,  to  take  the  upright  screens  out 
of  the  gatehouse,  and  replace  them  with  circular  ones,  simi- 
lar to  the  one  in  the  gatehouse  at  the  Lake.  The  circular 
screens  are  very  easily  cleared  of  all  leaves  and  rubl)ish 
which  collect  against  them,  and  are  not  so  liable  to  be  broken 
as  the  others,  and  when  broken  on  one  side  they  may  be 
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turned  on  their  centres,  so  as  still  to  be  as  effectual  as  the 
upright  single  ones  in  keeping  out  leaves  and  fishes. 

The  two  large  meters  still  remain,  but  have  not  been  used 
during  the  past  year  in  determining  the  amount  of  water 
consumed  in  the  city. 

JAMAICA  POND  AQUEDUCT LANDS COMPENSATING  EESER- 

VOIRS,  ETC. 

The  lands  belonging  to  the  Water  Works,  the  Compen- 
sating Reservoirs,  and  the  Jamaica  Aqueduct,  have  received 
all  necessary  care  and  attention  during  the  year,  and  are 
all  believed  to  be  in  as  good  condition  as  at  any  previous 
time. 

The  Compensating  Reservoir  Estates,  at  Hopkinton  and 
Marlboro',  have  been  advertised  for  sale  or  to  be  let,  as  yet 
without  success.  Negotiations  are  now  making  for  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Mill  Privileges  at  Saxonville,  and  it  is  believed 
an  arrangement  will  be  made.  And  there  is  some  prospect 
that  the  Board  will  have  to  propose  to  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men or  City  Council  a  sale  of  the  Jamaica  Pond  Aquednct. 
It  will  continue  to  be  the  wish  of  the  Water  Board  to  dis- 
pose of  any  part  of  the  property  of  the  City  under  its  con- 
trol, which  is  not  wanted  for  the  purposes  of  the  Water 
Works,  as  often  as  an  opportunity  may  offer. 

The  Sales  of  Land  during  the  year  have  been  small.  They 
consist  of  an  estate  in  Wayland,  embracing  a  small  house 
and  barn,  for  $1,400,  a  lot  of  land  in  Needham  for  $200,  and 
land  near  the  Brookline  Reservoir,  for  $3,270  05.  In  the 
latter  sale  an  arrangement  has  been  made  by  which  part  of 
the  land  adjoining  the  Reservoir  is  to  be  kept  free  from 
buildings,  and  merely  cultivated  for  ornament. 

WATER    TENANTS    AND    WATER    RENTS. 

By  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Water  Registrar,  dated  1 
Jan.,  1856,  it  appears  that  the  total  number  of  Water  Takers 
then  entered  for  the  year  1856  was  19,998,  being  an  increase 
since  January  1st,  1855,  of  805. 

The  total  number  of  cases  where  the  water  had  been  shut 
off  during  the  past  year,  was  2,405.  Of  these  1,415  were 
for  repairs ;  779  were  for  non-ixujment  of  water  rates,  and  211 
were  for  unnecessary  waste  of  water. 

The  total  number  of  cases  where  the  water  had  been  let 
on  during  the  year  was  2,716.     Of  these  1,268  were  cases 
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which  had  been  previously  shut  oflf  for  repairs;  468  were 
those  which  had  been  shut  off  for  non-payment  of  water  rates  ; 
181  were  those  which  had  been  shut  off  for  unnecessary  waste 
of  water  ;  and  799  were  let  on  for  the  first  time. 

The  amount  received  on  account  of  water  rates  during  the 
year  1855,  including  $2,280  74  from  the  Jamaica  Pond  Water, 
was   $259,750  80,  besides   $6,551  97   for  rates  due  in  the 
previous  year,  making  the  total  amount  of 
Water  Rents,  $265,302  77 

In  addition  to  the   above  there  was  paid  for 

letting  on  water  in  cases  where  it  had  been 

shut  off  for  non-payment  of  the  rates,  874  00 

Also   for  penalties,  and  for  shutting  off  and 

letting  on  water  for  unnecessary  wastage,  280  00 

The  amount  of  assessments  already  made  for 

the  year  1856  was  217,431  63 

The  estimated  amount  of  income  from  the 

sales  of  water  during  the  year  1856,  is  280,000  00 

There  was  no  abatement  of  rates  during  the  year. 

The  Report  of  the  Water  Registrar  contains  a  statement 
in  detail  of  the  particular  amounts  received  from  the  differ- 
ent sources,  and  also  of  the  several  tenants  to  whom  the 
water  has  been  supplied,  of  which  the  following  abstract  has 
been  prepared  and  collated  with  a  similar  table  for  the  two 
preceding  years.

PROPERTY   BELONGING   TO    THE   WATER   WORKS. 

In  the  Report  of  the  present  year  nothing  is  said  of  the 
Pipe  Yard  and  Repair  Shop.  The  following  statement  re- 
lating to  that  establishment  is  from  last  year's  Report. 

P^pe  Yard  and  Repair  Shop. 

This  has  proved,  thus  far,  a  great  convenience  in  carrying 
on  the  operations  of  the  Pipe  department.  During  a  part 
of  last  year  (1854)  the  orders  for  work  Lit  the  different  ma- 
chine shops  throughout  the  City  were  so  great,  that  it  would 
have  been  quite  impossible  for  us  to  have  got  many  jobs  done 
when  wanted.  Much  of  the  work  done  out  of  the  shop  the 
year  before  was  so  poor  that  it  had  to  be  done  over. 

The  land  occupied  by  the  Pipe  Yard  and  buildings  is  9,192 
feet — the  cost  of  which,  including  the  buildings,  is  about 
$24,400. 

The  cost  of  the  machinery  and  tools  is  about  $2,500. 

An  account  of  the  Lands  belonging  to  the  Water  Works

Treasury,   which  they  expend  according  to  their  discretion,  and 
for  which  they  render  an  account  similar  to  the  one  below.

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The  quantity  of  Coal  distributed  in  the  year  1855  by  the 
Overseers,  was  about  3,100  tons ;  the  quantity  of  Wood, 
about  185  cords;  which  was  delivered  in  lots  of  one-eight  to 
one-quarter  of  a  ton  of  Coal,  and  from  one  to  four  feet  of 
Wood,  to  each  applicant,  as  needed,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
members  who  are  chosen  for  this  service  in  the  Ward  where 
the  applicant  resides. 

The  Fuel  is  supplied  and  distributed  by  from  50  to  60 
different  dealers,  in  the  various  Wards.  Over  4,000  persons 
are  on  an  average  supplied  with  Fuel  each  Winter  month. 
The  calls  are  generally  made  during  the  first  half  of  the 
month.  Some  1,200  persons  have  been  supplied  with  Fuel  in 
a  single  day.

Brick  Aqueduct  and  Stone  Tunnel  of  11^  miles,  to  a

Included  in  this  cost  are  two  Compensatio7i  Reservoirs, 
viz:  —  One  in  Hopkinton,  of  about  576  acres  of  water 
surface,  and  one  in  Marlborough,  of  about  300  acres 
water  surface,  the  cost  of  which,  including  the  water 
privileges,  Stone  and  Wood  Factories,  Saw  Mills, 
Planing  Mills,  &c.,  was  about  $72,000.  These  two  Co7n- 
pensation  Reservoirs  were  purchased  for  a  specific  pur- 
pose, but  being  no  longer  required  for  that  purpose  they 
are  now  for  sale,  as  well  as  sundry  other  items  of  Eeal 
Estate  which  were  acquired  in  connection  with  the 
original  purchases  of  Land  and  Water  Rights,  for  the 
construction  of  the  works. 

Pipe  Yard  and  Machine  Shop,  and  Tools  and  Machinery 
therein,  on  Broad  Street,  for  the  use  of  the  Water  De- 
partment. This  lot  contains  9,192  feet,  on  which  is  a 
Brick  Building  used  as  a  Machine  Shop.

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  Trust  Funds,  the  City  has 
an  indirect  interest  in  the  following : 

THE  HAWES  FUND. 

Being  a  property  left  by  John  Hawes,  Esq.,  of  South  Bos- 
ton, who  died  in  1829.  By  his  will,  made  in  1813,  he  di- 
rected that  the  income  of  a  portion  of  his  Real  Estate, 
should  be  applied  to  certain  benevolent  purposes ;  among 
which  was  the  endowment  of  places  for  religious  worship, 
and  the  establishing  and  supporting  of  Public  Schools,  in 
South  Boston,  in  such  way  and  manner  as,  in  the  opinion 
of  certaiu  Trustees,  should  most  tend  to  the  benefit  and 
advantage  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  South  Boston. 

This  Income  is  derived  from  one-half  of  the  rents  of  certain 
Real  Estate,  situated  in  South  Boston,  and  on  the  neck, 
near  the  Roxbury  line,  in  the  City  Proper. 

No  Report  is  made  to  the  City  Government,  by  the  Trustees 
of  this  Fund,  but  I  understand  that  the  amount  of  the  in- 
come  on  the  1st  of  January,    1854,   was  $1,825  21

THE  BIRD  FUND. 

This  is  a  Property  left  by  the  late  John  H.  Bird,  Esq.,  of 
South  Boston,  who  died  in  June,  1835.     It  consists  of  one-

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half  of  his  Real  and  Personal  Estate,  which  was  placed  in 
the  hands  of  Trustees. 
By  the  terms  of  the  Will,  which  is  dated  in  January,  1835, 
the  net  income  of  this  property  is  to  be  applied,  after  the 
death  of  his  mothei",  to  the  "  support  of  a  Seminary  of  the 
first  order  for  the  Education  of  Females,  to  be  established  and 
located  in  South  Boston.'^ 

No  Report  is  made  by  the  Trustees  of  this  Fund  to  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  but  I  have  learned  that  the  mother  is 
dead,  and  that  the  whole  property  in  May,  1852,  amounted 
to  over  $41,000.  The  income  of  one-half  of  this  is  ap- 
plicable to  the  support  of  the  Seminary  as  above  provided.
